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PREFACE 


The subjects inquired into by Canadian federal royal commissions have ranged 
over such a wide field that the reports and special studies prepared by the 

400 commissions since Confederation have become an essential part of any re- 
search in Canadian studies. In many cases the special studies which are always 
prepared by the best experts available stand as the most important works ever 
to appear on a given subject. For example, the studies used by the Royal Com- 
mission on Dominion-Provincial Relations (1937-1940) are still used as required 
reading in both graduate and undergraduate university courses almost thirty 
years later. 

In my work as Government Documents Librarian I witness the daily use of 
royal commission material. The importance attached to royal conmission docu- 
ments and the considerable difficulty in locating many of the earlier reports led 
me to undertake the compilation of this checklist four years ago. 

This work like all studies of this nature was completed only because of the 
aid and co-operation of countless persons across Canada. In the first place, I 
wish to acknowledge the invaluable assistance given by the staff of the Privy 
Council Office who enabled me to examine the Orders in Council establishing the 
commissions. Here Mr. J. L. Cross and Mr. Leo Lafrance were always most 
helpful and co-operative. Secondly, Mr. Erik J. Spicer, Parliamentary Librar- 
ian, and his staff were always ready to put their vast resources at my disposal. 
Especially I wish to thank Miss Simone Chiasson, Chief of the Information and 
Reference Division, who read the manuscript and offered many helpful sugges- 
tions for improving the work. Miss Pamela Hardisty, Assistant Parliamentary 
Librarian, was always most helpful in discussions regarding this checklist. 

A work of this kind inevitably owes much to Dr. W. Kaye Lamb, National Li- 
brarian and Dominion Archivist, and his staff. Dr. Lamb was always ready to 
suggest possible hiding places of commission reports. The National Library 
staff allowed me to check the National Union Catalogue where I located several 
missing reports. As usual the people at the Public Archives of Canada were re- 
markable in the facilities extended while this work was progressing. For many 
weeks they provided me with working space and generally made me at home while 
I read Orders in Council and searched sets of private papers and record groups 
for elusive reports. Mr. R.S. Gordon, Chief of the Manuscript Division, was 
always most helpful in suggesting possible avenues for locating additional re- 
ports. Also he kindly permitted me to examine the manuscript of the Union List 
of Manuscripts which revealed several sets of papers belonging to former com- 
missioners. 

I am deeply indebted to the many departmental librarians in Ottawa. They 
were particularly helpful in locating reports in their collections or suggesting 
other likely repositories. A great debt is also owed to the executive assistants 
of many departments who were able to locate reports in their records. They 
were always prepared to make arrangements for me to examine the reports and 
record the necessary bibliographical information. Also I wish to record my 
gratitude to the provincial archivists who undertook numerous searches of their 
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collections. Without their help many of the reports would have remained undis- 
covered. AlsoIwish to thank Mr. James Maxwell, of Cornell University, Itha- 
ca, New York, who discussed the project with me on several occasions and dis- 
covered several inaccuracies in the original draft of the work. 

To the staff of Queen's University I owe many thanks. The completion of the 
work would not have been possible without the several grants provided by the Arts 
Research Committee. Also I wish to extend special thanks to several people who 
frequently encouraged me to continue the work and provided time and supplies to 
see the project on its way--Mr. Donald A. Redmond, Chief Librarian, Mr. H. P. 
Gundy, his predecessor, and Mrs. H.A. Elliott, Head of the Acquisitions De- 
partment, Douglas Library. Without the understanding of these three people I 
would never have been able to carry on the research during the last four years. 
When I reached the stage of putting the Checklist into final form, Mr. W. F. E. 
Morley, Curator of Special Collections, Douglas Library, was as usual ready 
to spend many hours discussing the physical arrangement of the work. While 
he was himself seeing a work through the Press, he was always ready to pro- 
vide suggestions from his vast knowledge of bibliographical details.

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INTRODUCTION 


The first obstacle that had to be faced in assembling the materials contained 


in this book was the problem of defining a royal commission. There are two 
sorts of definition: legal and historical, the former more precise, the latter 


vaguer, more general, and in the long run perhaps more useful. The perti- 
nent legal definition of a royal commission is that provided by Part I of the In- 
quiries Act, which establishes commissions of inquiry. But commissions ap- 
pointed to investigate charges of political partisanship or to inquire into cases 
involving the revocation of naturalization or citizenship, while they fulfil this 
legal definition, cannot be included here. The former, amounting to several 
hundred since Confederation, tend to be numerous after every change of gov- 
ernment in Ottawa” but have never tabled their reports; the latter since 1948 
have been appointed under the Canadian Citizenship Act? and are no longer 
considered to be true royal commissions. 

The royal commission is a histarical phenomenon as well as a legal one, 
however. It was one of the institutions Canada at its birth adopted from Bri- 
tain, where it had experienced a resurgence of popularity in the nineteenth 
century after a long period of eclipse. A historical or working definition ba- 
sed on Canadian practice was provided by J.C. Courtney in a Ph. D. thesis on 
the subject: 


A royal commission of inquiry is an ad hoc, advisory organization of one 
or more commissioners, appointed by the Governor in Council to investi- 
gate, study and report upon a matter of immediate concern, that matter 
having been assigned to it by the Cabinet of the day; the term "royal" has 
been retained because of the executive nature of the appointment, the com- 
missions being issued by the Cr own under the Great Seal of Canada. Such 
power and authority as is granted to royal commissions for the conduct of 
their investigation is contained in the Inquiries Act.... The government is 
in no sense bound to enact legislatively any or all of the recommendations 
presented by a royal commission in its report(s); with the presentation of its 
final report a royal commission ceases to exist. 


From this definition it is apparent that sharp dividing lines may not exist in all 
instances. While I have generally included in this checklist commissions ap- 
pointed under Part I of the Inquiries Act (with the exceptions noted above), I

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have necessarily been somewhat flexible. Orders in council establishing com- 
missions of inquiry have sometimes failed to state precisely the part of the In- 
quiries Act under which they were being appointed. I have included those which 
seem to have been concerned with matters of a public nature. Undoubtedly there 
will be disagreement with some of my inclusions; in any case certain department- 
al commissions of inquiry have inevitably strayed into this work. 

Professor J. E. Hodgetts has classified royal commissions into four main 
categories.° In the first place, there is the group which has investigated sud- 
den catastrophic incidents such as the Quebec City landslide of 1897, the fire 
which destroyed the Parliament Buildings at Ottawa in 1916, the V-E Day riots 
in Halifax in 1945, the fires at Rimouski and Cabano, Quebec, in 1950, and the 
air crash near Montreal which claimed 118 lives in 1963. Second there are the 
inquiries into social and cultural problems of national importance. Into this cat- 
egory fall commissions inquiring into broadcasting, Indian affairs, the develop- 
ment of the arts and sciences in Canada, the cost of living, and bilingualism and 
biculturalism. A third group of commissions has dealt with the Canadian econ- 
omy in inquiries which have investigated matters ranging from banking and fi- 
nance to the grain trade, from railways to the price spread of food. Finally, on 
several occasions the government has appointed commissions to investigate cer- 
tain aspects of its own organization, as in the recent Glassco Commission, which 
produced a report of two thousand pages. The very first Canadian royal com- 
mission, in fact, was appointed to deal with the status and requirements of the 
civil service. 

Governments have appointed royal commissions for a variety of reasons: to 
serve as a delaying measure in an embarrassing political situation, to gather 
needed information in the face of new problems, to provide a firmer basis for a 
decision on government policy, to sample public opinion on a potentially delicate 
political matter before legislation is introduced, to educate public opinion, to 
adjudicate disputes, and as a response to pressure groups. On afew occasions 
parliamentary committees have been converted into royal commissions upon 
the prorogation of Parliament. 

When an occasion arises which seems to justify the appointment of a royal 
commission, the prime minister or the minister of the department concerned 
submits to the governor in council a recommendation which lists the names of 
the proposed commissioners and defines the scope of the proposed inquiry. 

Once it has been approved, the memorandum reappears with few if any changes 
as an order in council. Then a commission under the Great Seal of Canada is 
issued under section 3 of the Inquiries Act. 

Usually one to three members serve on a royal commission. One-n ember 
con.missions, historically the most common, have accounted for about 175 of 
the conimissions that have so far been appointed, compared with about 50 two- 
member ones and 85 three-member ones. Since the end of the Second World War 
the major conimissions have averaged five to six members , but both before and

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after the war larger commissions were sometimes appointed. 

Over the years governments have shown a marked preference for judges and 
lawyers as commissioners, particularly in the case of single-member commis- 
sions. The public, it would seem, is more willing to accept a royal commission 
report as impartial if it has been written by a member of the legal community. 
Furthermore, as Professor Keith Callard has noted, Canada has "few men of 
integrity and r2putation engaged in public life, who are not active participants 
in party strife. "6 Thus judges become particularly attractive nominees. At the 
same time they are in a better position than most other professional people to 
be temporarily released from their duties in order to devote time to gathering 
the materials for a report. Nowadays, however, with the advent of somewhat 
larger commissions, academic personnel are being appointed more and more 
often to multi-member bodies. 

Of those on the staff of the commission who assist the commissioners in col- 
lecting information, the secretary occupies the most critical place. 'tHis duties," 
writes Professor Hodgetts, "are many, ranging from the checking of baggage to 
the drafting of the report.'"'’ The secretary often an expert on the subject of the 
inquiry, particularly when the commissioners themselves are not experts, ° is 
sometimes named in the order in council establishing the commission, but it is 
more usual to have the selection made by the department most directly concern- 
ed. 

The terms of reference are set out in the order in council which establishes 
the commission. Critics of royal commissions have maintained that the gov- 
ernment can influence the type of report it will ultimately receive. ''The fin- 
est watch dog alive," they argue, "cannot bite a burglar if it has a muzzle on. "'9 
It is in any case true that the government has often taken a close interest in the 
terms of reference and on several occasions has extended or altered the terms 
after they were originally set forth. 10

On May 15, 1963, two months before the establishment of the Royal Com- 
mission on Bilingualism and Biculturalism, Prime Minister Pearson consult- 
ed the ten provincial premiers about the proposed terms of reference. On sev- 
eral occasions, as in the case of the Royal Commission on the National Devel- 
opment in the Arts, Letters and Sciences (1949-1951), the government has ex- 
tended the terms of reference by proposing additional subjects to be consider- 
ed by the commission. (See Louis S. St. Laurent to Vincent Massey, April 25, 


1950, quoted in the Report of the Royal Commission on National Development in 
the Arts, Letters and Sciences, Ottawa: King's Printer, 1951, p. xxi.) 
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Commissioners are granted wide powers under the Inquiries Act, including 
the power of summoning witnesses, of requiring them to give evidence on oath, 
and of ordering the presentation of any documents required by the inquiry. Wit- 
nesses testifying under oath before a royal commission are not sub ject to pro- 
secution by a civil court on the basis of their testimony. 

The Inquiries Act does not specify the procedure which a royal commission 
is to follow; its silence on this point is in Professor Callard's opinion respon- 
sible for one of the principal assets of this type of inquiry: "Each investigation 
can be adapted to suit the requirements of the subject matter, of the commis- 
sioners and of the witnesses. "12 With the announcement of a royal commission, 
the members make plans for the initial meetings, and at these meetings they 
determine the organization of the commission and the procedure to be followed. 
A secretary is selected at this time, if one has not already been appointed. If 
public hearings are to be conducted across the country, the starting date must 
be decided and advertisements placed in newspapers in the provincial capitals 
and in other principal cities inviting written submissions by interested parties. 
If special studies are to be made, scholars and technical experts must be se- 
lected to prepare them. All these details must be predisposed before the com- 
mission can proceed with its proper business. 

The information-gathering procedure of royal commissions is nowadays fair- 
ly standard. With major commissions, widespread public hearings are the gen- 
eral rule. Usually several hundred written submissions are received. People 
who have submitted briefs and witnesses who have been supboenaed may appear 
at the hearings. If necessary, commissioners may travel outside the country 
to gather additional information. The hearings, which may extend over a period 
of months, tend to be very formal, probably because the chairmen are often 
judges. Occasionally, as in the recent Royal Commission on Government Or- 
ganization, project teams making use of specialist assistance have replaced 
public hearings; they have been augmented by advisory committees made up of 
prominent persons in various pertinent fields. 

The time to prepare the final report may vary from a few weeks to many 
months, and the report itself may vary in size from a small pamphlet to sever- 
al volumes. Between the conclusion of public hearings and the filing of the re- 
port, preliminary or interim reports may be issued, particularly when a long 
period is likely to ensue before the results can be assembled and published in 
final form. The interim reports may be little more than publicity releases, or 
they may themselves be significant documents synthesizing a part of the infor- 
mation gathered or offering an analysis of a part of the area of inquiry. In the 
latter case, like the final reports, they will become important research materi- 
als for future historians, economists, and political scientists. 

The costs of royal commissions, like the length of their reports and the time 
taken in preparing them, have varied greatly, from a few hundred dollars to 
several million. In recent years the figures have tended to be high for major

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commissions, and have covered not only the payment of commissioners and of 
legal coungel (the latter sometimes answering for 60 per cent of the total ex- 
penditure ) but fees to consultants (including the cost of preparing special stu- 
dies), salaries of the secretariat, expense for travel, and the cost of printing 
the report. 

Today major royal commissions have become temporary government depart- 
ments. To a large extent this change from the earlier, simpler form, witha 
few commissioners, a secretary, and a stenographer who recorded evidence, 
has occurred because of the greater importance now attached to the gathering of 
data and to the preparation of "special studies."' The first commission to pre- 
pare numerous studies (18 in its case) was the Royal Commission on Dominion- 
Provincial Relations (1937-1940). To date the largest number of special stu- 
dies has been issued by the Royal Commission on Canada's Economic Prospects 
(1955-1957)--33 in all. This emphasis on special studies has tended to de- 
crease the importance of formal public hearings--a "displacement of the lawyer 
and public hearing bythe researcher and private inquiry,'' as Professor Hod- 
getts has termed it. 

Thus, even if no legislation directly results, the importance of the findings 
of royal commissions has if anything increased in recent years, and it has be- 
come more necessary than ever to provide a directory showing the names, con- 
tents, and locations of the diverse reports. The first attempt to do so appear- 
ed in 1939. Compiled by Arthur Harrison Cole of the Harvard University Lib; 
rary, A Finding-List of Royal Commission Reports in the British Dominions 
provided a list of only 82 post-Confederation Canadian federal royal commis- 
sions. The chronological arrangement was rejected in favour of a broad sub- 
ject classification with such headings as ''Social Problems," "Governmental 
Administration, '' and "Agriculture and the Land."' A year later, Miss Grace 
S. Lewis, the Librarian at the Dominion Bureau of Statistics, provided a list- 
ing of about 100 royal commission reports. Arranged chronologically, this list 
appeared in the Canada Year Book for 1940. 16 While the value of these two 
works to researchers during the last quarter century must not be underestim- 
ated , it is true that they made reference to only the most generally available 
reports. Any good research library in Canada should contain copies of most 
if not all of them. No attempt was made to provide a complete listing of Cana- 
dian royal commissions. 

Two other lists of a more complete nature were produced, but both have 
remained in a generally unavailable format. The appendix of an M.A. thesis 
prepared by Professor Hodgetts in 1940 contained a valuable list of 276 com- 
missions.!7 Then in 1950, as part of a special study for the Secretary to the 


Cabinet, Professor Callard tabulated 328 commissicns of inquiry. All of

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these works failed in one important respect. They did not seriously attempt 
to locate the reports of the more obscure royal commissions. Cole and Lewis 
simply ignored them. Hodgetts and Callard listed many of them but went no 
further. 

I have used all these lists as a basis for this work. In addition, I have con- 
sulted the Registers to Orders in Council in the Privy Council Office, Ottawa, 
and checked all the returns for lists of royal commissions tabled in Parliament 
from time to time. After compiling a list based on all these sources, I attempt- 
ed to weed out the departmental commissions of inquiry by checking the orders 
in council establishing all of the commissions involved. With the compilation 
of the list completed, the task of locating the reports commenced. About half 
of them were readily available, either in the Sessional Paper series 19 or as 
separate publications. The others which have been discovered turned up in var- 
ious places from sets of private papers to the departmental files of the federal 
government. 

In spite of this added effort only 300 out of 400 royal commission reports 
could be located. The discovery of each additional report was, therefore, re- 
garded as a major victory. Several factors explain the failure to find the re- 
maining 100 reports. In the first place, perhaps about 25 of them were destroy- 
ed in the fire which gutted the Parliament Buildings at Ottawa in February, 1916. 
This number of missing reports was actually tabled in Parliament. Since they 
had not been printed in the Sessional Paper series, they (along with all other 
pre-1916 unprinted sessional papers) do not now exist. Second, royal commis- 
sions have not always had the same prestige which they now enjoy. Thus, in 
some cases, a manuscript copy may be all that was ever presented by the com- 
mission. 79 Third, some commissions never submitted any reports. 1 Death 
of the commissioners or resignation of a person being investigated may have 
halted further inquiry. 

There is consequently little doubt that copies of many of the elusive reports 
are hidden away in collections of private papers or in other unlikely repositor- 
ies. If the publication of this checklist helps to bring some of them to light, its 
preparation will have been worthwhile. Should any reader know the whereabouts 
of a report that I have not located or of a commission here unlisted, the compiler 
would be most grateful if he would communicate with him through the Government 
Documents Department, Queen's University Library, Kingston, Ontario.
